317 It is estimated that by the end of 
the oresent eae (1925) the work will have been ex- 
tonded to approximately 640 counties. 
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_ The growth of accredited herds in the 
United States has been very rapid since 1918 
when there were only 204 accredited herds. By 
1920 there were 3,570 accredited herds, and by 
1923 the number of such herds amounted to 23,578. 
The numbersof accredited herds has now passed the 
60,000 mark anc it is estimated that.by the end 
of 1925, there will be ahout 75,000 accredited 
Heras in teis country.
